OBJECTS 


The  Hospital  is  intended  to  nurse  and  care  for  children  from  birth 
up  to  five  years  of  age,  receiving  as  Patients  infants  from  various  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  in  the  Borough  of  Wandsworth  and  other  Societies 
dealing  with  the  care  of  children. 

There  are  20  beds,  and  the  Hospital  is  in  charge  of  a  fully  qualified 
Matron,  assisted  by  a  Sister,  two  Staff  Nurses  and  six  Probationers. 

The  Medical  Officer  is  responsible  for  the  treatment  of  the  Patients, 
and  visits  the  Hospital  daily. 

In  all  cases  where  the  family  has  a  doctor,  a  certificate  is  required 
from  him,  approving  the  application  for  the  child  to  be  admitted  to  the 
Hospital.

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Fourteenth  Annual  Report 

FOR  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1931 


During  the  year,  108  babies  received  medical  and  nursing  care,  of 
whom  62  were  discharged  well,  15  greatly  improved,  and  11  were 
transferred  to  other  hospitals.  Although,  owing  to  unfortunate  circum¬ 
stances  (the  Hospital  having  to  be  quarantined  on  four  occasions),  the 
number  of  babies  admitted  is  not  so  large  as  in  1930,  the  medical  report 
will  show  what  excellent  work  has  been  done,  the  number  discharged 
well  being  only  3  less,  and  those  improved  2  less,  than  in  1930  when 
there  were  more  admissions.  Dr.  Jean  Smith,  of  Harley  Street,  who 
visited  the  Hospital  as  a  consultant,  states  in  a  letter  “  From  what  I  have 
seen  and  read  of  your  Hospital,  it  seems  to  fill  a  much  needed  want  in 
vour  district.”

The  Mayor  and  Mayoress  of  Wandsworth  (Lieut. -Col.  and  Mrs. 
Bellamy)  visited  the  Hospital  twice  during  the  year,  i.e.,  on  Pound  Day, 
April  24th,  and  July  22nd,  when  a  very  happy  afternoon  was  spent  by 
members  of  the  Ladies’  Linen  League,  together  with  several  from  the 
Streatham  Chamber  of  Commerce.  After  going  through  the  wards 
tea  was  served  in  the  garden,  it  being  one  of  the  few  really  warm  sunny 
days  during  the  summer. 

A  second  instalment  of  J  100  was  received  from  “  The  Children’s 

/X) 

Salon  ”  towards  the  endowment  of  a  cot. 
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A  most  enjoyable  and  successful  Dance  was  organised  by  the  Streat- 
ham  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  February.  A  Charity  Carnival  held  in 
April  at  the  Streatham  Ice  Rink  in  conjunction  with  “  The  Daily  Mirror,” 
and  a  Dance  given  by  the  Streatham  Rotary  Club  in  November,  was 
also  most  successful  and  brought  welcome  additions  to  our  funds. 
The  Mayor  and  Mayoress  were  present  at  these  three  events.  The 
Committee  feels  very  grateful  for  these  further  proofs  of  local  interest  in 
the  Hospital,  and  desires  to  thank  all  who  have  assisted  in  this  way,  all 
societies,  schools,  clubs  and  associations,  especially  the  “Help  Yourself 
Society  ”  through  Lieut. -Col.  Doland,  the  Streatham  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  Streatham  Rotary  Club  and  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  Section  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  the  Cheerful  Sparrows  for  generous  and  continued 
support.  Special  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  various  companies  of 
Rangers  and  Girl  Guides,  Streatham  Secondary  School,  Streatham  Gram¬ 
mar  School  and  several  L.C.C.  Schools  for  having  helped  in  the  collection 
of  silver  paper  and  tinfoil,  also  the  Local  Traders  for  so  kindly  placing 
baskets  in  their  shops  to  receive  the  tinfoil,  and  to  others  who  have  taken 
collecting  boxes. 

The  Sunshine  Verandah  has  been  completed  and  makes  a  useful 
and  cheerful  playground  for  the  toddlers. 

The  Linen  League  now  numbers  ioo  members  and  has  continued 
its  good  work  for  Babies  and  Staff  throughout  the  year.  The  Streatham 
Congregational  Church  Working  Party  has  been  of  great  help  in  supply¬ 
ing  knitted  garments  in  addition  to  other  gifts,  as  well  as  making  up  a 
large  number  of  flannel  nightgowns,  also  ladies  of  The  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  Catholic  Womens’  League  have  helped  us  with  needle¬ 
work. 

The  Committee  expresses  its  thanks  to  its  Honorary  Officers  for 
their  invaluable  assistance  and  the  Medical  Officers,  Matron  and  Nursing 
Staff  for  their  skill  and  devotion.  The  general  result  of  the  treatment 
received  by  the  patients  is  most  satisfactory  and  reflects  great  credit  on 
the  care  of  the  Medical  Staff  as  well  as  that  of  the  Matron,  Sister  and 
Nurses. 

Full  accounts  and  a  statistical  report  will  be  found  inserted. 

It  should  be  noticed  that  the  whole  of  the  receipts  are  included  in 
the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  although  £26 4  12s.  2d.  of  this 
income  represents  donations  to  the  Building  Fund  Account.  The  actual 
surplus  of  Income  over  Expenditure  is  therefore  ^198  is.  8d.  as  against 
yG86  7s.  7d.  last  year  which  shows  the  net  income  has  increased  by 
£1 1  14s.  id.  as  compared  with  the  previous  period.  The  Committee  has 
been  able  to  reduce  its  commitments  to  the  Bank  from  ^920  13s.  4d.  to

The  number  of  admissions  during  the  year  were  lower  than  during 
the  preceding  year,  mainly  because  we  were  unfortunate  in  having  to  go 
into  Quarantine  on  four  occasions  for  Scarlet  Fever.  Visiting  has  been 
temporarily  suspended.  In  this  course  we  are  following  the  example  of 
most  of  the  larger  Children’s  Hospitals  and  Children’s  wards  in  several 
Hospitals. 
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The  new  Sunshine  Annexe  is  much  appreciated  and  makes  a  good 
playground  for  the  older  children  when  the  weather  is  not  sufficiently 
jiood  for  them  to  go  into  the  garden. 

The  garden  paths  were  tar-sprayed  early  in  the  year  and  we  found 
the  full  benefit  on  windy  days.  The  babies  were  no  longer  choked  with 
dust. 


As  regards  the  Observation  cubicles,  the  three  we  have  are  most 
useful  for  medical  purposes — that  is  for  isolating  any  suspicious  case  and 
for  nursing  admissions  for  at  least  one  week  prior  to  ward  admission  in 
order  to  diminish  risk  of  infection.  There  is  one  drawback — the 
loneliness — I  find  repeatedly  the  children  fret  very  badly,  and  often  go 
back  during  that  week.  I  think  this  could  be  somewhat  overcome  if  the 
glass  partition  could  be  carried  down  a  little  lower,  so  that  the  children 
could  see  each  other — it  would  also  make  the  nursing  of  these  cases  much 
lighter  if  the  nurse  could  see  all  three  children  without  having  to  enter 
the  room.
